j Finishing school* In England nro of 
doubtful utility. In Mouth Germany, how- 
evor, write* a Ixmdon Chronicle corre* 
spomloiit, tho Institution has Imoii dovol- 
opud on very practical lino 1 , lleforo ad¬ 
mission tho girls nro suppos'd to have 
boon thorouKhly well educated. They 
must know tho rudiment* of arithmetic, 
must have a fair acquaintance with Kng- 
llsh nnd Uerinnn grammar, and must bo 
ablo to write and speak their own lan¬ 
guage properly. They como to tho school 
mainly to learn housokocpi.ig. 

Tho schools generally nim)l)er from 10 
to 20 boarders, each of whom has a sepa¬ 
rate bedroom. Every morning after break¬ 
fast the girl has to make her own bed and 
dust the room. Once or twice a month 
she 1* obliged to alter the jkjhIMoii of tho 
furnituro so tliat h1*d may know bow to 
arrange things. Every week she Is called 
upon to take her dresses from tho cup- 
boards where they hang nnd {Mick them iq 
it box with everything else sho may re¬ 
quire for n long visit. This done, tho 
mistress inspects it and points out the 
many ways in which sj>e may save space. 

In a school In linden 1 visited only 10 
pupil* are admitted, nnd two housemaid* 
and one cook are kept. At tho commence¬ 
ment of the term the girls are informed by 
tho mistress that four of them nro required 
ovory week to take absolute charge of tho 
houso. They lmvo to rise early In tho 
morning and sec to tho preparation of 
brojikfast. When this Is finished, 1 they 
make their beds and tidy their rooms, and 
afterward go around tho house to see that 
tho servants have dono their work. Then 
they nro told by tho mistress what tho 
midday dinner will consist of, and this 
they liavo to prc^ire, though the cook will 
supervlso what they do In the kitchen, 
giving hints and prevent lug waste. 

One of the four girls will have to sit nt 
tho head of tho table and serve tho soup, 
cnrYo tho poultry or joint and help tho 
sweets. This meal over, those on duty 
have after a short rest to urrungagiftcr- 
noon ten, which they lay In tho drawing 
room and at which they have to wait iq>on 
their companions nnd any visitors who 
nmy hap|N*n to call. In tho ovt iiing there 
i Is frequently *omo music or light’ roeron- 
( tlon, where tho four girls have to act a* 
i hostesses. They finish up their day’s work 
; by arranging supper, but uro not allowed 
j to retire for tho night until they have left 
• tho kitchen In ]>erfeet order and have seen 
that tho doors anil windows all ovor tho 
house are pAuporly scoured. 

! Tho value of such a training a* this 
j cannot bo overestimated. Tho girls leave 
I school quite competent to undertako tho 
management of a houso. They uro good 
eooks and arc oblo to turn their bund to 
anything without being dependent on tho 
servants. 

Tho othor girls who have not been so 
actively engaged in tho houso are tuught 
! sewing and the making and repairing of 
their own garments. In tho morning they 
J have their studies nnd in the afternoon 
I generally go for walks. Tho mistress of 
tho school I vlsltod is well connected and 
bos many visitors. In tho winter even¬ 
ings dances nro arranged, and these are 
•ntlrely managed by the girls on duty. 
They see to the preparation of the rooms, 
engage the musicians, draw up tho pro¬ 
grammes, etc. This lady told mo that 32 
of her girls had met their husbands at 
these dances. 

“Wo mistresses,” she added, “are said 
In Germany to bo tho proprietors of nmr- 
rlugo school*. Don’t laugh. It 1* true, 
and tho term is not quite inappropriate."

Tho rings are either jointed or collapsi¬ 
ble for greater convenience of carriage 
when not in use. Jointed rings arc ills hi¬ 
ed, some Into halves, some Into thirds and 
Some into quarters, which may be folded 
together. Collapsible ring* are made of 
steel In two parts, which are spread out to 
form tho ring when the net is In use and 
which lie flat together when tho net Is col¬ 
lapsed.

A man 
who buys lino fishing rods, who may per- 
liaps pay $50 or $75 for a single rod, 
doesn't hesitate to pay $7) or $7 for a land¬ 
ing net of corresponding quality, and ho 
has a place for it In his bailing rod enso.—

The largest of all is probably the Te*- 
as possession of the syndicate which 
includes iu its membership tfie Dukes 
of Beaufort and Rutland, Earl Cadogan 
aud tbe Baroness Burdett-Coutts.

Again, some tllOQ before (ho battle of 
Austerlltz, the dog did valuable service. 
A spy hud penotruted into the French 
camp and hud deceived every otic, so that 
he would have returned to toll all ho had 
learned if Moustaeho had not again been 
on tho scone. Ho wonted an enemy and 
hurlod Mtnsclf upon tho intruder with a 
howl. His warning was not disregarded. 
His friends had faith in his sagacity, and 
the stranger was put on trlul and convict¬ 
ed of being a spy. 

In ono battle Moustaeho saw tho stand¬ 
ard bourcr of his regiment fall, wounded 
and dying. Ho tried to defend tho body 
and lost a puw in thy encounter. Hut 
this did not daunt h\iwr Tho enemy hav¬ 
ing been swept aside by a discharge of 
grupo shot, thojfAilant dog tried to secure 
tho color^rtCWTthe dead man’s hand had 
stiffened around tho staff. There was 
nothing to bo done but to detach tho flag 
in shreds, and tbjs the dog succeeded in 
doing, returning to camp lame, blooding 
and exhausted, but triumphantly hearing 
t ho colors. 

Foj this bfavo deed ho was awarded a 
medal $1^ boro tho Inscription, “Ho lost 
a leg qt tho battle of Austerlll/. and saved 
tho colors of his regiment,” nnd on tho ro- 
versQ side: “Moustache, a French do<| 
Lot him bo every where rospeotod and cher¬ 
ished gs a horo. ” 

Moustaeho served with the dragoons In 
ten campaigns and fought in all the bat- 
tlop. Ho was killed by a cannonball at 
tho taking of Budajoz in 1811, nnd was 
buried oil tbo field of battle, his collar and 
modal being burled with him*.

stand Choosing to livo In freedom here 
In tho mountain fastnesses, ho built for 
himself a rude hut and lived tig) life of a 
hermit for a period of 12 years Gray and 
bent with years, he finally passed away to 
bis reward, nlono, ns ho hud lived After 
many days tho body was found In a kneel¬ 
ing position under a giant plno overlook¬ 
ing tho valley. 

Tho elements of doepor tragedy outer 
Into tho story of tho unknown Four 
years after Washington had taken up his 
Abodo ou tho mountuiii the unknown, also 
a fugitive slave, reached tho s|>ot in safety 
and found shelter In tho hermit's hut. For 
|wo years they lived together In pence aud 
safety, but one day word rcuchod tho un¬ 
known that tho agents of his former mus¬ 
ter wero on his track and woro but a fow 
miles distant. Choosing death rather than 
a return to slavery or tho betrayal of his 
friend s hiding place, the unknown stole 
away amid tho rocks and there died by hi* 
own hand. 

A few years ago tho remains of tho two 
slaves were burled side by side, eloso by 
their cabin, nnd a funeral scrvico was 
held lu tho presence of a largo number of 
people The monuments wero erected by 
tho colored people of tbo state shortly aft 
erward.—New York Bull. 


COLUMBUS A PIRATE. 


Frank It. 8tockt.on Hay* tho Discover#! 

Disobeyed Queen Isabella’s Orders. 

Frank II. Stockton, In his story, “The 
Buccaneers of Our Coast," in St. Nich¬ 
olas, says: 

It Is not necessary for us to enter ve/y 
•deeply into the consideration of the policy 
of Columbus toward tho people of tho Is¬ 
lands of the West Indies. Ills second voy¬ 
age was nothing more thun an exixxlltlon 
for tho suko of plunder. Ho bad discov¬ 
ered gold and other riches In tho West In¬ 
dies, atul ho hud found that tho pcoplo 
who inhabited tho islands wero simple 
hearted, Inoffensive creatures who did 
not know how to light and who did not* 
want to light 'A i ore fore, ns it was so 
easy to sail his Khips into the harbors of 
tho defenseless Islands, to subjugate tho 
natives nnd to take awuy the products of 
their mines and soil, ho commenced a ver¬ 
itable course of piracy. 

Tho acquisition of gold atul all sorts of 
plunder seemed to lw tho solo object of 
this Spanish expedition, and natives wero 
enslaved ami subjected to tho greatest 
hardships, so that they died in great num¬ 
ber*. At one tlmo 800 of them were sent as 
slaves to Spain. A pack of bhxKlhoufids, 
which Columbus bud brought with him 
for tbo purpose, was used to bunt down 
tbo poor Indians when they endeavored to 
cscapo from* the hands of the oppressors, 
ami in ovdi-yVay the island of Huytl, tbo 
principal scene of tbo actions of Colum¬ 
bus, was treated .as if Its Inhabitants had 
committed a dreadful crimu by being in 
nosscasloi) of tho wealth which tho Snun- 


i* known os tho Bond, Barton and Albion 
councils, Is outtlde tbo city. 

The region around Ballon# baa boon 
dug over several times by miners. It was 

formerly oovored by a dense forest, but 
tho trees have been chopped down, and 
the mark of tho minty's shovel and plok 
Is visible pn all sides. Not one of those 
workers uruck pay dirt, snd the work 
was all done in vain. 

The rook In which tho gold Is found be¬ 
neath Ballsnt is *not rich in the yellow 
tnetyl. It yields but half on ounce of 
standard gold to the ton, and yet the 
Btpd,* Barton and Albion mine has yield¬ 
ed more than £50,000,000 of gold slnoe it 
was opened 80 years ago. Tho work Is 
done so systematically and so thoroughly 
that it Is enormously profitable In spite of 
the low grade of the oro. The supply of. 
paying quarts seems practically Inexhaust¬ 
ible, and as tho vein Is oxtenslvo, being 
sprosa over much territory, tho mine bids 
fulr to last for oonturles. 

All of the paying veins of Australia run 
north and south, and havo a dip of 85 de¬ 
grees oast and wost. In working tho mines 
a shaft is sunk until tho vein is struck. 
Thon tho minors work upward, allowing 
tho ore to fall backward and downward to 
tho shaft, through which It Is raised to 
tho surface, whore it Is milled. 

Tho workmen in tho Band, Barton and 
Albion are much more comfortable thun 
the workers In a coal mine. Thero are no 
noxious gases and no dungor from explo¬ 
sions. Pure air is forcod in through various 
shafts, and thus Into tho drivers. Tho 
tunhels nro drilled far npurt, so that thero 
will bo no danger to the city nbovo, whore 
all Is trade and bustle.—London Tit-Bits. 

The Other Man’s Eyes. 

An eloquent political speaker who at¬ 
tempted during the strike In some mills 
In Philadelphia to reeonello tho oonlliet- 
lug claims of tho capitalists nnd laborers 
stopped short In his Impassioned speech 
and exolulmed: 

“It could nil bo set right If you could 
each for only ton minutes look at tho mat¬ 
ter through tho other man’s eyes. ” 

Ho hod found the source of much of tho 
Injustice in tho world—tho lack of that 
pywer which enables us to see the “other 
sloe of the question. “ 

A biographer of Chief Justice Marshall 
said his defect as a lawyer wus that when 
the plaintiff was his client he perceived 
every point which could bo brought on bo- 
half of tho defendant and with difficulty 
refruinod from urging it As a judge, 
however, this clour vision was of Incstl- 
mdflRP value to him. 

An English critic who was a personal 
friend of Thomas Corlylo and his wife 
tould lately: “Much of their unhappiness 
Mvas tho result of their absolute Inability 
to look at any question except from their 
own point of vlow. Henoo on ©vory sub¬ 
ject of morals, taste or opinion they wero 
at odds with each other and usually with 
ovcryLxxly also in tho world.” 

A man or woman afflicted with this 
mental myojffh may havo a heart full of 
love for his family and friends, yet go 
through life wounding thomutovery turn. 
Most of the wars and dissensions in na¬ 
tions, communities and families aro caused 
by Inability to see that men may honestly 
view a aubjwt from different standixjlnts.

Tho second sight which sees tho present 
clearly Is of infinitely more value, and 
most ix.T8oiw may hopefully strive to ac¬ 
quire it.—Youth’s Companion.

A foot ball match between Napanee and 
Adolphustown proved decidedly interesting 
The game resulted in a tie, neither side 
being able to sc€*e. An interesting pro 
gramme of sports was carried out. 

The Mohawk Indian brass baud, attired 
in picturesque native costume, furnished 
excellent musio throughout the day. 

Tho climax of tho day’s celebration w&s 
oapped by a grand concert in the evening, 
The hall was packed to its utmost capacity, 
standing room being at a premium. The 
programme was opened with an excellent 
instrumental solo by the wife of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Ontario. The following well- 
known artists contributed to the pro¬ 
gramme: Mrs. Burritt, Mrs. McN&ughton, 
Mrs. Shorey, Miss Hall, Miss Hefting, 
Miss Light, and Mr. Will Rookwel), cl 
Napanee ; Mr. Herobmer Aylsworth, of 
Deseronto; Miss Booth and Mr. Lemmon, 
of Odessa; and Arohdeaoon Jones favored 
the audienoe with a solo, which was highly 
appreciated. 

St. John’s Church, Bath, which has 
braved 105 summers aud as many winters 
was one of tbe first Anglioan ohurohes 
ereoted in Upper Canada. It wa.s built in 
the year 1703 when it was under the epis¬ 
copal supervision of the bishop of Qffebec. 
Despite its age St. John’s church is in a 
good state of preservation, it having beer 
repaired and improved from year to ’year 
to meet the requirements of tbe time, 
until to-day it is as comfortable as any of 
the more modern churohes in this distriot. 

The registers of tbe ohuroh run baok to 
1787, and the warden’s register to 1800. 
The latter begins with a ground plan'of 
the charcb, whioh is now reseated, the high 
back seats or boxes having given plaoe to 
the more modern ones. The first Daptism 
reoorded in this parish is that of James, 
natural son of Peggy McEachren, babti/.ed 
Feb. 3rd, 1788; the first marriage that of 
John Davy and Sophy Hoffnel, of the 3rd 
and 4th towns of Catarakwee, respectively, 
The marriage was solemnized after due 
publication of banns, (for in those days 
there was no marrying by lioense in the 
Anglioan Church), on the 22nd of Nov., 
1787. Tine first funeral was that of Ben- 
jamio, son of Daniel and Eleanor Rose, on 
March 12th, 1788, the only one in the year. 
It seems that till the year 1800 there were 
np pews, only forms and benches in the 
cnurch. The pews* were given ont and 
built by ballot. After their position had 
been marked and numbered, tbe numbers 
were placed 'in a bat and each member 
drew a number, which designated where 
the pew was to be erdeted. The original 
subscribers to the obarch whose subscrip¬ 
tions amounted to five pounds, were to 
have each a pew. and those under five 
pounds to join and draw for ft pew.

Sad Drowning Accident. 

A Picton despatch saysWilliam Cor 
don, son of John Gordon, liyeryman, and 
Edward Hooper, son of James Hooper, 
two of the most popular young men of this 
town, were drowned neir Glen Island on 
Sunday afternoon. Tbo young men wero 
accompanied by John O'Neil j r. t and had 
gone down to the island in a sail boat and 
after an enjoyable day started for borne 
about 3.30 p.m. The wind was blowing 
pretty hard and it was with some difficulty 
that they managed their tiny craft. Aftar 
leaving Glenora they stood across the bay 
and had reached a point about a mile dis¬ 
tant from the head of the island, when the 
boat was crashed into by the large freight 
schooner the H. M. Ballou, commanded by 
Capt Smith, of Belleville, cutting it in two 
and dumping the occupants into the water. 
O’Neil, who was in the stern, sailing the 
boat, caught hold of the stays on the 
schooner's horn and climbed on deck and 
immediately notified the captain, who had 
not seen the fail boat, of what had hap¬ 
pened. A boat was at once lowered and 
sent to rescue Gordon and Hooper, who 
wfero seen just astern of the schooner, but 
just before the boat reached them thev 
went down never to rise again. O’Neil 
state:- that neither he nor his companions 
saw tho vessel and did not know of her 
wliorcabouts until she struck them.

iifld office from IHlOAo 1820 inclusive. In 
the year 1£19 wo And another minister 
officiating, as, for instance, Rev. G. O. 
Steward, who is recorded as having bap 
tized one child; and tho Rev. G. J. 
Mountain, lecturer of (Jueboc Cathedral, 
two. In the year 1814 there was no vsstry 
the incumbent having this year left for the 
Old Country. The Rev. K. Pollard, curate 
and missionary, signs the ricord in lBlfL 
in 1HIG the annual veetrv was not held at 
Easter, but ooe was hem later in the year, 
presided over by the Rev. I* Wilson. The 
annual vestries seem to have been held 
under Mr. Wilson'S presidency up to ldiG 
when bo retired. & 

In 18l'.> the Rev. I. Stoughton ‘took 
charge of the parish. At a special vestry 
held tiiis year, it was resolved, “That a 
-committee be chosen to effect some pro 
posed alterations, and especially “a dome 
for an altar to be erected at the east end of 
said church.” During Mr. Stoughton’s 
incumbency the minutes book furnishes 
but very meagre reports of what was dyne 
at the meetings it was about this time 
that Benjamin Fairfield deeded the present 
rectory for tho use of the ’rector for ever. 
In the records for 1825 we found the 
following memorandum: “Expense for 
putting the church in mourning for the 
death of the Lord Bishop of the Diocese, 
on Juno 15, C3 Os 3d.” The expense was 
incurred*o express the loss “sustained by

Quebec, who had the charge of this parish.

Mr. Harpsr, from what can be gathered, 
was A deolded oburohman and was looked 
upon in hie day as an extreme high 
oburohman. He labored for many yeare 
in the pariah with zeal and devotion, and 
war nnivereally beloved. In hie latter 
dayehebeoame blind and wae for lome 
time aeeieted by curates, bat finally he re¬ 
tired and wae in doe coarse suooeeded by 
the Rev. 0*non Tans, who was in harness 
for but a very short time, when he broke 
down. The parish wae for a long time 
ad minister** by ourates again, but finally 
Mr. Tane reeigned into the hands of the 
Bishop the patronage of the rectory and 
took his allowance from the Glebe Land 
Fond, $400. Canon Tane now lives in 
England and draws annually from the 
emoluments of the parish $300, ho having 
a few years ago conceded $100 to the rector- 
in charge. The rev. gentleman draws 
besides this, $400 annually as a commuted 
clergyman, The newtarrangements having 
been agreed apon, the Rev. E H. M. 
Baker (now Canon Baker) became rector 
in-obarge, and did good and lasting work 
during his inoumbency of ten years. Mr 
Baker resigned hio oharge last December 
an i was succeeded by the llev. E. T. 
Evans, who, besides having the spiritual 
supervision of Bath, is also missioner of 
Ernestown. Mr. Evans is doing the work 
of his two predecessors, Rev. Messrs. 
Baker and Dibb. 

A writer in tbo Kingston News thus 
refers to the Rov. John Langhorn, through 
whoso instrumentality St. John’s church 
was built: 

The Rev. John Langhorn was the first 
officiating minister, lie laboured here 
from 1787 to 1813, and it was under hie 
regimo that the present ohurch was built. 
According to Bishop Btracliau, Mr. Lang 
horn was sent to Canada as a missionary 
by u sooiety in London known as “The 
Bees/' or some such name. He was a 
Welshman, and by a strange coincidence, 
ihe present incumbent of Bath, likewise 
hails from “Gallant Little Wales," Mr. 
Langhorn was a devoted priest, zealous and 
energetic. Odd in his manner, be never- 
the-less worked faithfully among his 
parishioners from Kingston to Belleville. 

Lie visited his Hook with qonetant regularity 
and in one of his many jourueva it 
credited with having gone as far as Carry 
lug Bay, where ho was the first toproclaim 
f tho gospel. Occasionally ho visited Prince 
Edward and preached at Smith’s Bay and 
at Conger's, Pioton Bay. He was very 
particular to have all children christened 
before they were eight days old, and never 
failed to question the elder children in 
their catechism He is credited with 
compelling children, when ho met them on 
the road, to go down on their knees and 
repeat tho Lord's Prayer and tho Creed, 
lie would never consent to oflioiate at any 
wedding outside the church, and would in¬ 
sist upon tho contracting parties being in 
church and in having the service over b^^* 
11 o'clock. If they failed toarrivo by that 
hour, he would leave, and. no matter how 
long a distance they had come, unless t(ay 
were thore to timo they would go avn^ 
unmarried. At these ceremonies he would 
altnays insist that a feo of three coppore be 
given to the clerk, and his fee for officiating 
he would always exact, but without 
exception returned it to the bride as a 
present. Ho was not u. lover of money, 
and would go in all kinds of weather to 
oflioiate ana to attond to the wants of the 
sick. Ho did most of his travelling on foot 
and carried on his back, as a rule, a bag of 
books for reading, Mr. Langhorn, when 
about to return to the Old Country, pro 
sented a valuable collection of books to the 
"Social Library" established at the the 
then village of Kingston, for which liberal 
donation he received tho thunks of the 
directors. His acts of charity wore fre¬ 
quent and numerous, and were not con¬ 
fined to his own adherents, but extended to 
the meritorious of all denominations. 

When the war of lHl'J commenced he 
entertained thu belief that Canada would 
become subject to the States, and so deter¬ 
mined to leave. Tho following notice 
appeared in the Kingston Ua/Hle about 
this time “Notice—To all whom it may 
concern; That the Rev. 1. Langhorn, of 
Ernestown, intends returning to Europe 
this summer, if he can find a convenient 
opportunity, and all who have auy objec¬ 
tions to make, are requested to acquaint 
him with them, and they will much oblige 
tlair humble servant, 1 Langhorn, Ernee- 
town, March, 1813." The reverend 
gentleman left Canada this year and is 
reported to have been shipwrecked as he 
was returning to Canada agaiu. The last 
baptism administered by him was that of

FOR OBSTRUCTING CHIEF 
ADAMS WHILE ON DUTY. 


Eleven men appeared boforo i’olice 
Magistrate Daly on Thursday to answer to 
a charge of obstructing an otlicor of tho 
law in the performance of his duty. Tnis 
m the sequel to the row which occurred on 
Dundas afreet east on Saturday evening, 

June the 1th, when a number of men 
rescued Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson from the 
clutches of Chief Adams after ho had 
pluced her under arrest 
The Magistrate before asking the men to 
enter a plea gave them tho 

f irivilege of electing whether they would 
lave tho charges tried by him or by a 
indgo and jury. All tho parlies elected to 
be tried by Magistrate Daly. 

Thejfollowlr.g gentlemen pleaded guilty 
to a charge of obstructing Samuel Adams 
while in tho performance of his duty as an 
officer of tho la\V : Walter Fybus, John.,Clarke hiw Young going out of town in 


Dniginan, J. F. Smith, Fred Haycook 
Alex. Morgan pleaded guilty to a charge of 
obstructing* Wesley Huff, a constable, 
while in the f^rformanco of his duty. 

The following gentlemen pleaded not 
guilty to tl|o charge of obstructing Chief 
Adams on the evening of the 1th of June 
while in tho per^rmanoe of his duty : 
David Youdr, Wm* Milos, John Ktnkley, 
Ilonry Kinkley, Frank Smith. Jeremiah 
Storms pleaded nut guilty to a charge of 
obstructing Wesley Huff while in the per¬ 
formance of his duty. 

Court then adjourned until 1.30 p.m. 

After adjournment the oase against 
David Young was taken up. W. S. Her 
rington appeared for the orown and II. M. 
Deroche, Q. C., for Mr. Young. 

The first witness called was Chief Adams 
who deposed to arresting Mrs. Elizabeth 
Thompson ou Dundas street east, on the 
cveuiog of Juno 1th. When tho chief 
placed the girl under arrest David Young 
came toward him and tried to get the girl 
away. Tho chief gave him a shove and 
told him to keep away or be would arrest 
him too. David Young used .very abusive 
language toward th6T)hief. 

Jas. Wilson testified that he witnessed 
the arrest and that David Young weut 
toward the chief, who pushed him off the 
sidewalk, llis attitudo was hostile toward 
the chief. 

Chas Wagar swore that^ho witnessed 
Chief Adams arrest Mrs.' Thompson. 
David Young busied himself against the 
chief. WAgar saw Young strike Adams 
over the temple with his fist. When the 
chief had Fybus down Wagar saw Young 
kick Adams. Mr. Young then started to 
leave tho scene of the action. Wagar 
spoke to him aud Young repliod that “he 
was in a hurry homo as ho had a long way 
to go," but he added, “1 would like to stay 
and see tho life mauled out of tho chief." 

W, Meeks testified that ho heard Mr. 
Youug using abusive language towards tho 
chief. He heard Young say that ho had 
sten the timo when bo could skin the chief 
like a toad. 

G. H. Williams said that he heard Mr. 
Yeung declaring tho girl should not he 
arrojted. His attitude led Mr. Williams 
to suppose that he was trying to got the 
girl away from tho chief. 

Mrs. Tbos. iauos testified that after the 
chief had placed tho girl under urrext 
David Young wont toward the chief and 
told him to let go of the woman. Ho wont 
up to the chief a seoond time and said i 
“she is only a woman, chief, let go." 

Josh Fendull saw tho chief arrest Mrs. 
Thompson. Mr. Young went up to the 
chief aud told him to let the lady go that 
ho was burling ber. The chief shoved 
Youug away. Young raised his list to strike 
the chief but did not do so, 

Frank Morey saw David Young rated his 
list to strike the chief also. 

it. J. Wright saw David Young llourish 
ing his lists in the crowd and declaring he 
could lick anv man in Napanee. 

Maitland Hunt and Janies Babcock were 
oalled bat did not give material evidence. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

Tho defence oalled David xoung who 
sworo that he saw Chief Adams arrest the 
woman. He thought at the time it was 
Mrs. Fster Curl, a deranged woman, who 
had recently been released from tbr&syluin. 
He thought they were going to arrest her 
and he believed if be could explain to the 
chief that she woe a deranged person he 
would let her go home with her father. 
Mr. Young said that he bad not seen Mrs. 
Thompson for seven yeare and did not 
know until after the row that she woe the 
woman oouoerned and that be woe mis* 
taken In taking ber for Mrs. CurU lie did 


the chief to his knowledge; when he was on 
the ground struggling with Fybu4. Young 
said nothing ab^ut licking tho chief until 
after ho had shuvcTHmyKou- the road. lie 
did not see Ciias. Wagar, nor did'Wagar 
purchase any goods at their store that 
night to his knowledge. 

Edward Clarke testified that Young was 
not offensive.to thu chief when ho placed 
the girl under arrojt, bin ho was oe.citeri. 
llo heard Young eav to tho chief' “lot that 
girl go, that's her father." Young went up 
to the chief a second time, und the chief 
shoved him and told him to go away and 
not interfere. Young replied, “I don’t in 
tond to interfere.'' (! arka then told him 
lie had no tight to interfere with a police 
man in the discharge of his duly and lie 
xai 1 he had no intention to interfere. He 
advised bun to go away and Young did so, 
going to the outside of the crow-T^Iu 
ero.r* examination witness said that aft* r 
Mr, Young left him, from hie actions,[he 
would not be surprised to learn that lie 
was in tho middle of the’light. After the 
chief shoved him Mr. Young said he could 
lick seven men like the chief. The crowd 
nlarly nnposito the Royal hotel whan 


his rig. 

Win. 11. Hoyle saw Mr. Young approach 
tho chief when the chief had tho girl under 
arrest. The chief told him to stand back 
aud shoved him off tho sidewalk. 

Win. Gilbert saw David Young when the 
chief was arresting the girl. lie approach¬ 
ed the chief ami lie shoved him off the 
sidewalk into the road. 

Tho crown recalled Chief Adams. He 
aworo that ho wai kicked on the head r.n 
tho night of tho 4th of June, and over tho 
heart, and ho was now wearing a plaster 
over the injured part by tho order of l)r. 
jeopard. It was when he was on the 
ground struggling with Fybus that he re 
ceived these in juries. It was not Fybus 
who did this. 

Tho coumsel then addressed the court. 
Ills Worship was not sitidlcd that Mr. 
Young was tho man who committed tho 
assault. He could nut excuse him from 
responsibility, and would find him guilty 
of the charge of obstruction and would re 
serve nentenoo till the other cases wore dis¬ 
posed of. 

Tho case against Win, Miles was then 
taken up. Chief Adams was tho that wit 
ness called. Wm. Milts took a principal 
partdn tho rescue of Elizabeth Thompson, 
after he had placed Iter under arrest. 
When thachief took the girl into Wilson's 
stoic Miles attempted to follow her. When 
tlie chief came out of thu store with the 
girl Fybm grasped him and Miles came 
toward tbo chief and struck at him. The 
chitf said “keep back, Hill." Ho rushed 
forward and tho chief knocked Rim down 
by hitting him with his cane. 

Mait'and Hunt.and Waller Fybus were 
oalled but did not seu Miles hit at the Chief. 
They both saw she chief hit Miles with his 
cauc. 

Jamc j Uubcock saw Chief Adamj bring¬ 
ing a woman out of Wilton's store under 
arrest on Juno -1th, He suw Miles grab ut 
the chief. Tho chief pushed him back and 
told him to go back. MilcB cimu towards 
him and thu chief knocked him down. * 

Jas. Wilson on June 4th, had a woman 
under arrest In his store. When thu chief 
brought the woman iu, Miles wanted to go 
into the storo too, but he wouldn't let him 
Miles was amongst tho crowd who were try¬ 
ing to shove him away from the door. 
When thu chief went out with the girl he 
told thu crowd that tho lirst man who 
lilted a hand to hint ho would Knock, him 
down Miles ma le a rudi at the chief aud 
hu knocked him down with his cauo 

J. Dingman, father of the girl, swore that 
hu drove tho woman away that tho chit f 
had arrested. Wm. Miles caught up to 
them oil tho road aud took thu girl away 
with him, This occurred about -10 minutes 
after the girl had boon under arrest. . His 
intention was l > pul his daughter where 
thu ollief could not find her and Wm. 
Milos helped him to do so. Shu was going 
to Annie Gostliug's house.
